FOREWORD 


HE chances of survival of an eclectic art-form are largely matters 

of politico-physical geography; thus, a country like Spain, isolated 

in the middle ages by the Pyrenees from the main drifts of Euro- 
pean culture, was later thrown into the company of ultra-civilized art by 
the political fortunes of the House of Hapsburg, which joined the fates 
of Austria and Netherlands to those of the Spanish peninsula. The art of 
Spain has always been ruthless in character, and distinguished by a certain 
savage realism which divorces it sharply from the art products of the Italian 
temperament; it was later to become disciplined to a certain extent in its 
outward form, while losing not a particle of its satire, which was based 
upon the reaction of the freer spirits to the pompous and solemn bigotry 
of Church and Court. 

A notable protagonist of this freedom is El Greco, to whom has come 
belated recognition of greatness; his fertile mind, whose works have exer- 
cised such profound influence upon the painters of our day, plowed in his 
own a lonely furrow. ‘The monumental Crucifixion | frontispiece] of the 
Bayo Collection is a noble and beautiful example of this master’s tendency to 
paint bravely from his imagination. “The dominating figure is that of the 
Savior, with a group of the Mother and St. John in poignant grief as the 
secondary element, and the landscape as a subsidiary one; this dramatic 
graduation is a characteristic increasingly evident in his paintings after his 
arrival in Spain from Rome, and is a remarkable anticipation of certain 
aspects of modern theory. Attention may be directed at the same time to 
St. Francis Receiwing the Stigmata [No. 80], in which Dr. Mayer has 
also found the hand of the great master. 

The collection contains further an important portrait by the grandiose 
Zurbaran [No. 78]; a delightful painting of the child Archduchess Mar- 
guerita by J. B. del Mazo [No. 77]; a bust portrait of King Carlos II by 
Carreno de Miranda, and two powerful figures by Vicente Lopez. ‘The 
portrait of Countess Maria Josefa Frutos by Goya [No. 75], catalogued 
by Dr. Mayer in his authoritative work as d Young Lady with a Fan, aptly 
indicates the exceptional technique and feeling for character of Spain’s 
greatest master of the eighteenth century. “The handling of the light, 


which is evenly distributed in half-tones over the whole canvas without 


tricks of chiaroscuro, would alone mark his divagation from the academ- 
icism of his time. 

Of the several fine primitive paintings of the collection we would 
mention a triptych of the Netherlands School, Scenes from the Passion 
[No. 71], with great charm of detail painting; The Last Supper, a fifteenth 
century Spanish altarpiece under Flemish influence [No. 72], and The 
Virgin and Child with St. Joseph, of the School of Antwerp. ‘The superb 
Vierge allaitant PEnfant, given by the eminent authority Dr. Max Fried- 
lander to the Master of the St. Catherine Legend [ No. 73], is in a beauti- 
ful state of preservation, and depicts with naive beauty the Mother and 
Child enthroned in a splendor of beautifully lighted color; the rhythm 
of the Gothic draperies, contrasted with the delicate quiet of the landscape 
perspectives, is a thing of perfect majesty, conceived only in the pious mind 


of an artist-disciple.
